2. Claims 1-67 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-70 of 
copending Application No. 10/729,243. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because they both claim a method and 
system for reducing discomfort caused by transcutaneous stimulation by providing a 
transcutaneous stimulation to a first location providing a stimulation at a second location 
to reduce discomfort at the first location caused by the transcutaneous stimulation. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



3. Claims 1-67 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-72 of 
copending Application No. 10/792,994. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because they both claim a method and 
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system for reducing discomfort caused by transcutaneous stimulation by providing a 
transcutaneous stimulation to a first location providing a stimulation at a second location 
to reduce discomfort at the first location caused by the transcutaneous stimulation. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 24-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claim 24 recites the limitation "the magnetic stimulation device" in line 2. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The claim only recites a 
system for reducing discomfort caused by a magnetic stimulation device, however the 
magnetic stimulation device is never a positively claimed element. Further claim 24 
appears to be incomplete in that the claim is directed to a system for reducing 
discomfort, however all that is claimed is at least one conductor. The conductor can not 
operate by itself and is not connected to any other structure; also it is unclear how the 
conductor by itself can reduce the surface-proximate stimulation. In claims 27-28 33-34, 
"the detection device" lacks proper antecedent basis, in that the detection device is not 
recited until claim 26. 
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7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 24-25, 35-36, 42, 44, 46, 53-54, 57-59 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Edrich et al. 

Edrich et al discloses a device for providing magnetic stimulation to the body (horizontal 
coil 11) and what is considered to be "at least one conductor'' (vertical coil 12) that 
reduces the stimulation near the surface that is induced by the magnetic stimulation 
device.
